MOSCOW - President Mikhail 
Gorbachev stniaaled Sunday to stem the 
disintegration of his authority, but a sixth 
Soviet republic declared independence and 
Russiim leader Boris Yeltsin continued to 
assert control.' 

Gorbachev huddled with top advisers, 
preparing a speech for the national 
legislature on Monday. But Yeltsin and 
other reformers said they wanted to bypass 
(he largely conservative legislature and 
convene the more reformist Congress of 
People's Deputies. 

Yeltsin, speaking Sunday night on 
Russian television, said the national 
legislature should formally dissolve 
Gorbachev’s Cabinet of Ministers, many of 
whose members wece involved in last 
week’s failed coup, including Primc_

MOSCOW - Byelorussia, a. pillar of 
the Soviet Union’s traditional Slovic 
heart, on Sunday become the sixth ' 
republic to declare independence and 
dealt a Bnal blow to efforts to keep the 
country’s historic center together.

The Ukraine had declared 
independence Saturday, leaving Russia 
the sole Slav-governed republic still 
officially committed to signing 
President Mikhail 5.

“It is so nice to sit here with four of his 
boys and know tbey.havc a dad,” Vcibcil 
said ofier dinner. Hobbs has six sons and 
a daugbmr. 

Emergency Medical Technician John 
Cook of Boise struggled for words to say 
how grratful he was Hobbs survived. 

W^ Cook first saw Hobbs hying on 
the road after being pulled from his car, 
he knew the odds were against him. 
Hobbs was struggling ogainst his 
rescuers, apparently thinking they were 
the person who attaued him, Cook said.

U.S. poised 
to respond 
to Baltics

WASHINGTON - The United States will 
recognize the independence of the Baltic . 
states in “a relatively short period of time,” 
Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney predicted 
Sunday. 

“1 think that is basically a question of 
— formality-at-this.point,— Cheney^said. 

■ Sccreraryrof-'Statc James A. Baker III 
declined tq go that far, however, saying “wc 
never ceased to recognize them.” 

President Bush, after greeting visiting 
Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney- 
Sunday at his Maine seaside vacation horned 
o^ed whether the United States would 
' recognize the Baltics. He strongly hinted be 
expects the Soviet parliament to grant 
independence at a meeting on Monday. 

“A lot of developments going on there, all 
moving in the right direction." Bush replied. 
“Wc'l! know a little bit more after 
tomorrow. We’re just biding our lime.” 
“Everyone knows our policy,” he 
continued. “Wc want to sec the Baltics free; 
Let’s sec what happens tomorrow. It should 
- be an interesting day.” 

National security adviser Brent Scowcrofl, 
talking to reporters in Kennebunkport, said 
the United States was “very encouraged” by 
the, Russian Republic’s recognition of 
Estonia and Latvia and *^0 think that the 
Soviet ~Union should move rapidly to do the 
same." 

But Sco wcrofl indicated the United States 

“was not y'et rca'dy lo grant tbe Baltics 
recogniliori os inde^^dent states. 

“The practical fact is that control over 
them in a legal, and in a sense a military 
way, is with the Soviet Union,” he said. 
“What we’re saying is: Let them go.” 
Meanwhile, Arkady Maslennikov, a 
spokesman for the Supreme Soviet, said that 
he foresaw “some kind of orderly divorce or 
separation” for the restive Soviet republics. 
Maslennikov appeared on NBC’s “Meet the 
Pres.";” with Cheney. 

The Dutch Foreign Ministry said Sunday 
that European Community foreign ministers 
would meet later this week to decide 
whether the 12 EC members should 
rccoOTize the republics’ independence. 

Bntish Prime Minster John Major said that 
Douglas Hogg, a representative of the 
Foreign OfTice, will travel to the Baltics for 
meetings with leaders of Lithuania, Latvia 
and lUtonia in coming days.

ClutL celeb long flying tradition

TWIN FALLS - They did it for kicks. 
They did.it to prepare for the war. But 
most of all, they did it because it's 
something not everyone else was doing. 

Long-time members of the Twin Falls 
Fliers Club arc celebrating their 50th 
anniversary this year. Newer club 
members arc celebrating right alongside 
■some of the original members, and they 
say it’s the old-timers that made the club 
possible. 

“This flying club was a wonderful 
thing because people could learn to fly 
that could not have afforded to,” said 
Dorothy Hutchings of Twin Fall.s who 
learned to fly at age 23. She and her 
hu.sbund Don Hutchings arc charter 
members. 


The club started up in 1941 under a 
kind of time-sharing concept that's still 
in place today. Twenty-five charter 
members signed up and paid a one-time 
membership fee and then a usage fee 
cacti time they flew the club's planes. 

They boast tJiat the Twin Falls Fliers 
club is the oldest flying club, in 
continuous operation. The FAA and the 
Boise General Aviation office agree, but 
Kevin Trainor of Twin Falls, the current 
president of the club, says their claim has 
been challenged by several other clubs in 
the country. He says “continuously 
operating” are the key words to their 
claim. 

“That’s pretty amazing to keep it going 
through the war years," he said. 

The club also had three women as 
charter members, vyhich for the time, 
members say, wa.s pretty unusual. 


Dick Shotwell of Twin Falls who has 
been a member since 1980, says flying is 
a family tradition.

He just wanted to 
fly,” said the junior Shotwell, whose 
cbildrm also fly. “The No. 1 thing is it’s 
something that everyone doesn’t do. It’s 
kind of exciting. It’s a real challenge." 

At their annual picnic recently, old- 
timcis talked about just how much it was 
that they paid to be a part of the club 
back then. But they do agree that 
members paid about S6 per use of a 
plane, compared to about S60 today.

KETCHUM - Exploratory drilling for 
gold in the Washington Basin of the 
Sawtooth National Recreation Area has 
resumed. 

SNRA Area Ranger Carl Pence 
announced this week that he has approved 
a proposal by Sunshine Mining Company 
to drill on the patented Black Rock #9 
mining claim, completing a drilling 
program that began in 1989. 

Eight holes were drilled that year; 
"another-14 will be drillcd-in ihe next six 
weeks. 

The drilling is expected to begin 
immediately and will conclude by Sept. 30 
in order to minimize impact on mountain 
goats in the area. 

Eleven ofthe exploration holes ore to be 
drilled on a private patented claim, 


according to Pence, using existing road and 
trails and a track-mounlcd, reverse 
circulation drill. 

In addition, three holes will be drilled on 
unpatented claims. 

Although the SNRA is closed to new 
mining claims, valid claims filed prior to 
1972 ore still open to exploration. 

There arc approximately 150 such 
claims. ' 

“They can be worked, subject to plans 
approved by the SNRA," explained 
assistant area ranger Terry Clark. 

The current drilling program wns 
authorized under a 1989 Plan of Operation, 
which includes - requirements for 
rehabilitating land disturbed by the 
exploration. 

The Washington Basin, which is 
bordered by lands proposed for the 
Boulder/White Clouds Wilderness, was 
historically a gold-producing region.

Either way. about 4,000 people from 
neighboring Jerome or Elmore counties 
will end up joining Twin Falls County in a 
district. That means they’re likely to be 
represented by people from Filer or Buhl, 
since tlic vast majority of the voters in the 
new district will live in Twin Falls County. 

Legislators also can use the rcdistricting 
■process to' protect incumbents, dilute thc - 
influcncc of the other party, keep minority 
areas out of power by splitting them 
between several districts, or even get rid of 
‘people they don’t like. 

This tactic, called gerrymandering, is 
supposed to be illegal. But it remains 
popular in many states, including my native 
-lUmois, where the political Golden -Rule is, 
“Do unto others before they do unto you." 

It might seem dangerous to let 
legislators, who can already set their own 
salaries, decide on their own districts as 
well That sounds like not only letting the 
fox guard the henhouse but drawing him a- 
m.ap of how to get there. /

Lewis reclaims world record

TOKYO — Carl Lewis, reclaiming his 
title of world’s fastest human, set a world 
record of 9.86 seconds Sunday in winning 
the 100-mctcr dash gold medal at the 
-WorW-Tfftck-ftnd-fteW-Ghampionshipsi — 

It was an American sweep of medals, 
with Leroy Burrell second at 9.88, also 
under his previous world record of 9.90, 
and Dennis Mitchell third at 9.^ . ' 

It was the greatest 100-mctdr sprint in 
the history of track and field, with six 
ninnea under 10 seconds and two under 
Burrell’s world record. 

. Linford Christie ofBritain, the Olympic 
silver medalist in Seoul, was fourth in 
9.92, Frank Fredericks of Namibia wos 
fifth in 9.95 and Ray Stewart of Jamaica 
sixth in 9.96. 

For Lewis, it was the third consecutive 
100-mcter World Championships gold 
medal after Helsinki 1983 and Rome 
1987. 

Burrell was the fostest out of the 
starting blocks and he led with Mitchell 
and Cystic for the first 50 meters. 

Lewis was only fifth at the halfway 
mark, but he changed his pace and used a- 
devastating final kick to win clearly. 

He glanced to the left os he cut the 
finish, looking at Burrell and Christie, and 
when he realized he had won he raised his 
arms into the air and began waving, 
clearly moved.. 

"It was the greatest 100 meters of all 
times," Burrell said. "Carl was the best 
and he deserved t o 'wi ncl am gl ad-i-wc3~ 
part of it.” 

Lewis was the fastest in all four rounds 
of the competition. He hod a sensational 
9.80 seconds in the second round on 
Soturday, but it was not a world record 
because the 4.1 wind speed was much 
stronger than the two-meters per second 
allowed. 

The wind for the final was a medium 
1.2, and it made all times peifcctly legal. 

Lewis was named the world champion 
for 1987 after Conodion Ben Johnson was 
suspended at the Seoul Olympics in 1988 
for taking steroids,

COMMACK, N.Y. — Ivan Lendl 
ended a six-monih victory drought just in 
time for the U.S, Open, defeating top- 
sceded Stefan Edbcrg 6-3, 6-2 in the 
Norsiar Bank Hamlet Challenge Cup on 
Sunday. 

Lendl, who had been .slow in 
recovering from surgery to his right hand 
in May, needed only 81 minutes to 
dispose of Edbcrg, ranked second in the 
world. 

It was the fifth Hamlet Challenge title 
for Lendl, who was cautious about what 
this might mean for his chances in the 
U.S. Open. 

“Winning breeds winning," Lendl said. 
"It wos nice to win this tournament. 1 
knew my game would come back but one 
match shouldn’t make me 
overconfident.” 

Lendl, who earned $32,400, had been 
winless since titles at Philodciphia and 
Memphis in February. 

The win gave Lendl. a 13-lOJcad over 
Edbcrg in their careers, a series in which 
10 matches have gone to a deciding set. 
In two meetings this year, Lendl wqp a 
five-setter in the Australian Open 
semifinals and Edberg won in straight 
sets in the Japan Open final in April, 6-1, 
7-5, 6-0.

And then Rachel Gilbert, the former 
state senator from Boise who is the 
association's vice-president,- explained - 
Symms’ participation by saying, “He's 
always stood for less government and* 
lower taxe.s.” 


He has indeed. But wasn’t this initiative 
supposed to.be primarily about a tiLK shiR. 
rather llion a tax reduction? Or have (he 
initiative sponsors been pulling our leg? 

And if they have, and they really want 
not a more fairly financed government but 
a smaller one. why arc they picking on the 
government closest to home'/ Afler all, the 
initiative would have no effecl on state or 
federal government, but it would 
dro.stically cut public support for cities, 
counties and schools. 

That, in turn, raises another question 
about Symms' involvement. For the lust 10 
years, Symms has ardently supported an 
administration that has shoved 
responsibility for more and more services 
back on state and local governments. Why 
would he, of all people, no.w want to stick a 
knife in the governments that are supposed 
to be picking up the slack left from federal 
desertion of programs like revenue 
sharing? 

One final question: Isn’t it about time 
most of the people behind this initiative 
admitted the truth, that they don’t care 
wh ether the in itiative results in f ewer c ops, 
more potholes aniTworsc^’fioots, ns'Iong' 
us it results in lower property taxc.s? .

of the Soviet coup came up. "Oh, those poor 
Russians!" she said impulsively. Her first 
thought was not anything about power politics 
or ideological consequences but was rather 
one human’s sympathy for the oidinoiy Soviet 
people who have had only a taste of freedom 
and are now placed in peril by those who want 
to lake it away. 

You could find that some spontaneous 
reaction all over (own and. I suspect, all over 
this country. This.upwclling of simple 
concern for the fate of the Soviet people is 
moving and, in a way, rather suq)rising. 

These arc, aficr all. the citizens of a 
supcipower that tve Americans have 
considered the major threat to our vciy 
survival for nearly half a century. More than - 
100.000 Americans have died fighting two 
major wars against Soviet client states. 
Thousands of Americans literally bear the 
scars of Soviet-made munitions. 

Yet, in the current crisis, all this is put 
aside, as Americans worry about other people 
in danger and distress as they struggle toward 
self-rule. Human nature has its critics - and 
deserves them - but it is not all small-minded 
spite and malice. 

The second remark come from a young 
Soviet soldier, a tank crewman, about age 20. 
The coup plotters had sent hundreds of tanks 
and armored personnel carriers thundering 


into Moscow to intimidate anyone tempted to 
resist. 

But a Western newsman went up to one of 


the tanker, “If you ore ordered to shoot, will 
you shoot?” 

“We will shooL" the youngster replied, “but 
we vyill miss." 

Tanks ore huge, heavy, imposing, noisy and 
frightening - they ore designed to inspire 
shock and fear. .They cost millions of rubles, 
and they ore packed with lethal, high-tech 
weapons. But all that scary hardware is 
operated by kids - the kids, furthermore, of 
people very much like the Soviet civilians out 
in the streets. For all the psychological impact 
and gee-whiz technology, that hardware is not 
going to do anything that the kids don't wont 
to do. ' 

And Henry Kiss'mser, our nee in realpolitik, 
made a remark that showed how this human 

fact'probably helped to unhinge the coup 

plotters. As on aside in one of those TV expert 
crystal-ball shows, Hetuy the K said he had a 
•feeling that the plotters were “stunned" at the 
way their coup was coming apart, not going 
according to script. 

d“These elderly apparatchiks can’t believe 
it," he said. 

No wonder. These men, having spent their 
lives learning the rules of dictatorial force, 
undoubtedly expected them to work forever. 
Undcrthcoldrulcs,a’coupninalohgwdl- ' ■ 
known and predictable lines that a power 
player could count on: You moke sudden 
arrests of the old guard, killing or imprisoning 


any leader who might resist: you moke a show 

offeree to cow the people; you seize the 

newspapers and broadcast stations and block 
out communications other than .your own 
propaganda. Having done these things with 
maximum speed and brutality, you as a coup 
plnitf-Tfnn i^pgct that certain automatic^ 


results will be produced. The masses, perhaps 
Ambling, will recognize the fait accompli, 
be cowed by the show of force, bow to your 
power and meekly obey your.ordcrs. 

It is clearly a huge surprise to the "elderly 
apparatchiks" that the Soviet people, who 
have had only a taste of freedom, have 
bravely refused to play by those old rules. 

No doubt many of us in the West were also 
surprised, for wc greatly underestimated the 
ordinary Soviet citizen. After oil, wc thought, 
these people hove been slaves, vassals or serfs 
for most of their history. 

With such a brief and superficial knowledge 
of freedom, the Soviet masses, wc thought, 
were not really prepared yet to understand or 
properly value it. 

Wc-wcrc .wrong. Soyrets evidently value 

their new freedom enough to die for it, the 
hipest valuation possible. 

The philosophy on which this republic was 
founded held that frccdom was not on 
intellectual construct, a manmade invention, 
but a natural thing for our species, like - 
breathing. Ordinary Soviets in recent days 
have been reminding us all that the point still 
holds: 

Wc were not put on Earth to be slaves. Wc 
were meontio be im. - —

certainty is uncertainty 


Something that can, fairly be culled a 
revolution is shaking the political 
foundations of the Soviet Union, 
laslitutions that for 70 years and more luve 
been the bulwark of Communist rule .ire 
: being attacked and dismantled with 
: astonishing swiftness. President Mikhail S. 

' Gorbachev’s own political pertinence 
appears to grow more questionable by the 
day. Since his release from captivity 
W^nesday he has had to share not just the 
limelight but crucial decision-making 
authority with Russian Federation President 
, Boris N. Yeltsin. Gorbachev’s nominated 
' fcpiaccmcnts to head the military, the 
■'Jntcrior Ministry'and the KGB were within 
24 hours themselves replaced, by men 
approved and possibly even chosen by 
Yeltsin. . Gorbachev returned to Mo.scow 
promising that he would, not conduct a 
, witch-hunt again.st those who supported the 
cfTorl to overthrow him, that proper legal 
.processes would be pursued. 

Yeltsin has other ideas. Believing that 
the political momentum is now all with the 
reformers and that the enemies of change 
arc in retreat and disarray, he wants to 
slrikc-vigorously to-purge ihc-organs of - 
nuthority and redirect or even abolish their 
functions. Three weeks ago, Yeltsin 
ordered Communist Party cells out ofstalc- 
L.owned factories and organizations on 
Russian territory. Heaping insult on 
r iignominy, the Moscow city council has cut 


off telephone service to KGB and 
Communist Party offices. At (he same lime 
Yeltsin has suspended a number of party 
newspapers in Russia and fired the heads of 
(he Toss and Novosli press agencies. 

Titesc on: only the earliest indications of 
an epochal power shift occurring in (hif 
aftermath of the failed coup. A key next 
step will be what happens to the new Union 
Treaty between Moscow and nine of the 15 
republics that was supposed to have been 
signed this week. 

The treaty aims to hold together, most of 
the country in a new' federation, the Union 
of Soviet Sovereign Republics. . Yeltsin 
now says he wonts negotiations rcopcnci^. 
(hat the republics musr'bc given more 
power, especially over toxuiion. 

The sudden- and punishing blows 
directed at the party and secret police can 
only give impetus to (he effort to 
redistribute power from the center to the 
republics. 

The Gorbachev years hove brought the 
Soviet Union, and the world, momentous 
and beneficial change. The contest for 
power in thp Soviet Union is not over. Tlic 
-fidelity to-democratic-procosscs of- thosc- 
contending for it cannot be taken for 
granted. The revolution rolls on, a mighty 
and accelerating machine, demolishing the 
old but also creating dangerous new 
uncertainties.

Was Gorbachev a co-conspirator in coup? 
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The world breathed a sigh of rdief when 

I — Mikhail S: Gorbachev rctumcdsafclyio 

Moscow, but the Soviet prcsidcnl may be 
facing a humiliating conclusion to his career. 
The irony of the failed attempt lo overthrow 
Gorbachev may be that his ultimate undoing ■ 
is likely to come in Ihc oflcnnath of the crisis 
and its investigation. Early evidence, 
including Gorbachev’s own account of the 
critical 72 hours, raises serious questions 
about his role in the crisis and possible 
’ responsibility for it. The key qucstioits that 
have ycl to Ire answered ore: How much did 
Mikhail Gorbachev know, and when did he 
know it? 

Rumors of Gorbachev’s complicity hove 
circulated since Ihc start of what has come to 
be known os the Moscow coup. His post 
record, especially events of the lost 12 
months, indicates that his recent 
reconciliation with Russian Republic 
President Boris Yeltsin was not on easy one. 

It was forged in April largely on YcUsiit's 
terms and only after Cori^hev's own 
indecisive crackdown attempts had failed to 
slow down the reform process. > 

The bluqtrim for imposing a stat'd of 
emergency was drawn by Gorbachev himself 
last winter. He pushed through the legislation 
that included suspension of political iretivity 
and of (rccdom of the press. He hand-pick^ 
the heads of the coercive institutioiis 
otiicr key oflictals who look part in the coup. 
When Gorbachev broke away from (he 
military, KGB and Communist Forty hard- 
liners in April, he left the blueprint for a state 
of emergency intact and in the hands of his- • 
trusted appointees. 

In the following months, Gorbachev 
” pursued aduaMrack'poIicyjHe participated — 
m negotiations on the new draft of the Union 
Treaty, -which provided fortratisfcrofkey 
levers of power from the federal presidency 
to the leaders of republics.- In effect, 

Gorbachev was negotiating the undoing of 
(he super-presidency thot-hc had straggled so 
hard to build — a course with.which.hc was . 
clearly uncosy.-At the same rime. Gorbachev - 
chose lo ignore warnings about the right's 
impending ariempt to seize power. Some 
warnings come from Gorbachev's liberal 
advisers, s uc h os Alexander Yakovlev.

0 transcript of his conversation with the head 
of the General Staff Academy, the „ 
commandcr-in-chicfofthc Soviet Navy, and 
Gorbachev’s deputy at the Defense Council, 
Oleg O. Baklanov. With remarkable candor, 
Baklanov colled for o military takeover as on 
appropriate step to overt reforms that would 

- result in a fumhunenlal tronsformaiion of the 
Union. Needless to say, Baklanov delivered 
on that warning and joined the “Gong of 
Eight" 

Remarkably, Gorbachev ignored these 
warnings. Did Gorbachev know about the 
upcoming coup, and what was Ihc nature and 
extent of his participation? 

Gorbachev^s-vague — 
account of his activities 
during the coup Is likely 
to fuel further 
speculations about his 
ties to the conspirators. 

It appears highly unlikely that the hard- 
liners had been setbp or oidcrcd by, 
Gotbdehev to launch a hopeless coup attempt 
in order lo improve his political standing. 
Such a scenario would require on 
unprecedented degree of selfless commitment 
to Gorbachev on their part. 

A more plausible scenario is that 
Gorbachev was initially a full member of the 
conspire^, which, with his participation, 
could haveclung tothe fig leaf of 
Icoostitutioaolity and- would have thwarted the 
new treaty. Had Gorbachev participated 
openly, he could have fallowed the blueprint 
that he himself had created. 

It is possible that, unwilling to take a huge 
risk and openly side with the hard-liners at 
the start of the coup’ Gorbachev had decided 
to become ill and wait out the initial phase. 

- How else can one explain the most bizarre - ' 
circumstances ofhis confinement in Crimea? 
By his own admission, Gorbachev's loyal 
detail of highly trained bodyguruds remained ' 
a t his resid ence, protcedng him throughout 
the coup. Gorbach^^'d not report the 


pri^co of any s izable contingent sent there 
to' arrest him. Thus; one is left under the 

distinct impression (hat Gorbachev’s 

confincrnent In his summer residence was 
virtually self-imposed. 


Gorbachev did reveal, however, that two 
important ofTiciaJs had visited him in Crimea 
ortho out5erof thccDup.-OneTvas'hcad'ofthc — 
KGB department responsible for the security 
of Soviet leaders; the other was V. Boldin, 
Gorbachev’s closest aide, by the president’s 
own admission a man of absolute loyalty to 
him. One can’t help but wonder whether these 
two visitors come to deliver an ultimatum to 
Gorbachev and put him under arrest in the 
event ofhis noncompliance, or lo deliver 
important documents from fellow junta 
members at the outset of their joint enterprise. 

Furthermore, by Gorbachev’s own 
admission, his loyal guards were able to fix . 
up communication equipment that enabled 
him to receive radio broadcasts of the BBC, 
the Voice of America ond Radio Liberty. 

Thus, Gorbachev must have been better 
" informed about the progress ofthe coup than 
— most SovJercItlzcnsraml wns'able toadjust — 
his moves accordingly. 

Gorbachev’s vague account ofhis activities 
during the coup is likely to fuel further 
speculations about bis ties to the conspirators. 
Tlic Soviet president’s sharp public rebuke of 
former Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze for his reported remark hinting 
- at Gorbachev’s possible pirtiai responsibility 
for the week’s events revealed how sensitive 
he is to this charge. — . - - — 

Some of the men who arc in the position to 
reveal a good deal of information about the 
failed coup and Gorbachev’s possible role in 
it have been token into custody. Ex-KGB • 
Chief Vladimir A. Kryuchkov, Defense 
Minister Dmitri T. Yozov, Oleg Baklanov and 
others have nothing to lose and everything to 
gain from cooperating with the investigation. 
Yeltsin and his associates ore certain to be in 
■firm control of the investi^on; which is — 
certain to be full and public because of 
mounting public pressure in the Soviet Union. 

Should the investigation confirm 
speculations about Gorbachev's rumored 
unseemly role in the foiled coup, his 
departure from the domestic political arena is 
all but guaranteed. At the risk of Judging (he ' 
innocent before thcyaio provcd guilty, many 
Soviet people seem to have already 
recognized Oorboebev’s compHcl^ in this 
attempted coup and come to terms with his 
demise as the leader ofthe Soviet Union. It is 
not too soon for the of the world to begin .

' If so, it may be somewhat comforting 
to realize that most spouses do fight ‘ 
sometimes. In fact, says one expert on 
parental quarreling: “The totally calm, 
relaxed, civilized parents who never 
exchange an angry world simply do not 
exist” 

So, the goal of never upsetting your i 
kids with quarrels is virtually an 
impossible one to achieve. 

It may also be comforting to realize 
thm Idds need to know that their parents 
fight - occasionally - but the hookn is 
that they nei^ to olM know their parents 
usiuliy work out those fights. 

When parental arguments are properly 
inanaged, they can actually serve to 
— gtfaigdiHi.u cWlil'a, deye^upuig.wiisc uf 
autonomy. Says another expert: “While' 
chronic family discord is bad for the 
child, _the _ occasional '"spirited 
disagreement can be good because it' 
shows the child that Mommy and Daddy 
do not always think the same way but 
they s^ love each other. By implication, 
this . means that the- children' can have 
different views, too, and still be loved.” 

The trick is, for kids to see that “their 
parents can disagree, resolve the 
argument," and not hate each other 
oftenvard.” Such a view presents them 
with a positive picture of how to handle 
conflict 

Parents who stifle their angry feelings 
in order to have a perfect relationship 
may actually be doing their children a ' 
disservice, says another expert: 
“Children shouldn’t grow up believing 
that life is really like 'Little House on the 
Prairie,’ that it’s an idyllic situation 
where everything works out well in the 
end.' If parents purposely create a 
conflict-free environment for their 
children, it may actually hinder their _ 
' . maturity.’ •

CANCER, BY THE NUMBERS: There’s ^ood 
news and bod news in a National Cancer Institute 
statistical review. On the up side, 51.1 percent of all 
• canccr-paticots are now, surviving for at. least five- 
years, a 4. 1 percent increase from the survival rate of 
the mid-1970s. Cancer incidence rates arc declining 
for cervix, stonuich, cplon-rcctum and some types of 
leukbmia and cancer deaths among children has 
dropped 38 pe r c ent since 1 973. But total incidence of 
all cancers contiDucs to grow. 

MIGRAINE MEDICINE: Migraine suficrers, a 
new study shows that an experimental medicine 
■ shuts off the patn quickly and completely for most 
victims. A second study in the New England Journal 
of Medicine shows tluit the drug, sumatriptan, also is 
.. effective against .cluster hcadochcs. Produced by 
Glaxo Inc., sumatriptan has not yet received "U.S.' 
Food and Drag Administration approval for routine 
use. . 

CHOLERA’S COMING: Don’t look now. but a 
cholera epidemic that has killed more than 2,500

Despite the f^ that children need 
to know that parents do fight 
occasionally, parents need to 
severely restrict their fighting 
behavior in front of kids. Children 
will be emotionally scarred from 
constant, embattled and embittered 
-fighting. It’s.vety frightening to kids 
to listen to the two people in whom 
(hey base their very survival 
- verbally-hacking-oway-at-each^ther- 
day after day. 

And. because they ore egocentric, 
tending to believe that everything 
relates to them, children often feel 
terribly responsible for* those 
argumenis: *‘lf I was' just a better 
kid. these ‘oVgufhcnts 'woul'dri ' t ' 
happen." 

The challenge parents face then is 
this: How do we handle our 
differences with the least possible 
harm to our children? And, should 
wc - despite our best efforts - slip 
into a fight, what can wc do to 
alleviate a .child's fears and- 
minimize emotional impact. Here 
arc strategics to consider, offered by 
Nancy Rubin, auihor of ihe article, 
"When Kids See You Fight:" 

• Since it’s so co.sy to move from 
attacking issues to attacking each 
other, try developing o scries of 
signals to help yourselves end a 
desifucitve argument occurring in 
front of the kids. Catch phrases .such 
as *i think we ought- to lulk about 
this later" and **Why don’t wc take ‘a 
brenk?" can be used to jog each 
othcr’.s memories that the fight is 
occurring before an impressionable 
audience. 

If you feel compelled to edniiriue 
your argument, take it somewhere 


out of .sight and listening range of 
your child. For the emotional health 
of kids, keep them out of the action. 

■ Don't discuss "adult" issues, 
such os sex. money, and in-iaws, in 
front of the kids, who arc likely to 
misinterpret or disforf the i.ssues. No 
matter how a;tgry you are with your 
mate, -remember .that parental 
privacy should be maintains. 

• If your arguing has definitely 
disturbed a'chlld; try to explain wiih- 
a rea.ssuring statement: “Your father 
nnd I were mad at each other and 
said some things we didn't mean, 
but we stilJ love each other and 
you.” If the conflict has been 
.resolycd,. also indicate that fact to 
'the child, but avoid going into detail 

about the situation. 

• Don't draw children into your 
argument. A three-way interaction 
tends to do everyone a disservice. 
Avoid a triangle in which one parent 
or child tries to play another party 
against a third parry. 

■ Remember, no child deserves to 
be victimized by parental conflicts. 


If you and your mate find It 
impossible to end the bulk of your 
destructive arguing- in front of kids, 
it may be time to consult with a thirtl 
party such as a therapist or clergy. 
Or to decide to vigorously work on 
upgrading conflict-resolution skills 
through reading material or taking a 
communication cla.ss together.

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Study: Procedure fails 
to Reduce surgery need 


Doctors warn of power lifting hazards 


BOSTON. (AP) - The widespread 
use of tiny balloons to open clogged 
arteries in the legs has failed to ci- 
ther reduce the need for surgery or 
save limbs from ampuinlion, a new 
study shows. 

The study found that the use of the 
balloon procedure, known as angio- 
plasty. has grown dramatically over 
the past decade for treatment of pain 
caused by narrowed arteries in the 
leg. Tha'icchniquc is similar to one 
used to relieve clogged arteries in 
the heart. 

Th>- piifp n.se nf the procedure is to 
restore blood flow to thc legs. If se- 
vere enough, poor circulation can re- 
sult in amputation. Angioplasty can 
also replace bypass operations that 
use pieces of vein or synthetic tubing 
to route blood around clogged areas. 

“It is generally agreed that one of 
the very important intended end re- 
sults of these procedure.s is to pre- 
vent limb loss,” said Dr. Sean R. Tu- 
nis. “The fact that there didn't .seem 
to be any change in the rate of ampu- 
tation would surprise a lot of sur- 
geons and radiologists.'' 

Tunis and colleagues from Johns 
Hopkins University reviewed all an- 
gioplasty and bypass procedures per- 
-fi3rmed.inMaryIand.for.leg ailments- 
between 1979 and 1989. Their find- 
ings. published in the New England ' 
Journal of Medicine, show: 

• The me of ;icg angioplasty rose 
from I per lOOjOOO Maryland resi- 
dents in 1979 to 24 a decade later. 

• Over the same period, the rate of 
leg bypass surgery doubled, from 32 

JO 65 per lOO.OOO. 

• Tlic rate of leg amputation re- 
mained stable, between 28 and 32 
per 100.000, 


« In 1989 dollars, Ihc total cost of 
the procedures rose from S14.7 mil- 
lion annually to S30.5 million. 

In an accompanying editorial. Dr. 
Jay D. Coffman of Boston Universi- 
ty Medical Center suggested the pro- 
cedures are done needlessly and in 
too many hospitals. 

"Unless the rote of amputation can 
be shown to decrease in a hospital, it 
is possible that neither angioplasty 
nor vascular surgery should be per- 
formed.” he wrote. 

He recommended that angioplasty 

cases, and doctors should try to re- 
lieve pain through exercise and other 
treatment. 

Tunis noted that exercise alone 
frequently relieves the leg pain ihai 
clogged 'arteries cause, and in most 
casus discomfort disappears after .six 
months without any treatment. 

In the early 1980s, some experts 
predicted that the advent of angio- 
plasty would reduce the need for by- 
pass surgery. 

Tunis speculated that financial in- 
centives to do the procedures may at 
least portly explain why both angio- 
plasty and bypass have grown so 
rapidly.

California at San Francisco showed 
that mixing some common house- 
hold cleaners can cause acute lung 
irritations and longer-term lung 
problems. 

•'ll takes longer for lungs to recov- 
er, longer for chemicals to clear out 
of the lungs. (Mixing chemicals) 
usually takes your breath away." 
said Mark Galbo. co-author of Ihc 
study and assistant technologist at 
the San Francisco Bay Area Region- 
al Poison Control Center. 

Almost hair of the people seeking 
help for inhalation symptoms at the 
poison center were current or former 
smokers. About a third suffered 
from lung disease such as qsthma. 
bronchitis or emphysema. 

Toxic fumes are released when 
— such-lhings-as-chlorine bleach and 
tile cleaner are mixed to make a 
strong cleanser. Galbo said, adding 
that most over-the-counter cleansers 
do not .need the blcacli supplement. 

About 39 percent of calls to poi- 
son control centers nationwide, or 
more than 60.000 people, seek assis- 
tance yearly for lung irritation prob- 
lems.

Treatment may help cystic fibrosis victims 


BOSTON (AP) - An experimental 
' new Irciitrricni for cystic fibrosis 
could reverse the inherited defect 
that destroys the’lungs and opens the 
possibility of saving victims from 
the" relentlessly fatal disease,, re- 
searchers report.' 

■ The treatment, still untested, com- 
bines n blood pressure medicine 

• with one of two naturally occurring 
’ compounds. Together, they could be 
capable of correcting a foul-up that 
clogs victims’ lungs with sticky mu- 

■ cus. 

"I think we ore talking about hav- 
ing a profound impact on the quality 
' • of life and longevity. Maybe cystic 
> fibrosis no longer has to be a fatal 
’ disease,” smd Dr. Robert Beall, vice 
,ii-presldcnt of^ the Cystic Fibrosis 

— Fo undation; ; 

' The treatment will not cure cystic 
fibrosis. But if it works os 
reaseaichers hope, it will block the 
disease’s most destructive effects. 


•Despite their optimism, .re- 
searchers caution that the double- 
barreled approach has yet to be test- 
ed. In fact, studies have just begun 
to see if the natural substances, 
khown ns, triphosphate nucleotides, 
can be safely breathed into the 
lungs. 

Cystic fibrosis occurs when chil- 
dren receive a defective gene from 
both parents. An estimated 30,000 
Americans have the illness. 

As a result of their bad gene, the 
cells lining the lungs absorb too 
much water. This dries out the mu- 
cus. making it thick and hard to 
cough up. Bacteria grows in the mu- 
cus, and this infection. , opd<* the 
body’s reaction to it, eventually de- 
stroy the lungs. 

— The— underiymg-cauBO - o f ■ w at er 
loss in the lungs is a mix-up in tlic 
cells’ use of sodium and chloride. 
They absorb too much sodium and 
release too little chloride. 


Last year. Dr. Michael R. 
Knowles and others from the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina’ showed, 
that omiloridc. a diuretic used to 
treat high blood pressure, appeared 
to normalize sodium absorption 
when breathed into the lungs. Now 
they have found that two nu- 
cleotides, ATP and UTP, seem to 
raise the release of .chloride to nor- 
mal levels. Nucleotides are a com- 
mon material found in cells. 

The next steps will be to thor- 
oughly test the two treatments sepa- 
rately and then together. 

The latest study, conducted on 12 
people with cystic fibrosis and niiic 
healthy volunteers, was published in 
the New England Journal of

ATLANTA (AP) - Hepatitis B

In each case, independent contrac- 
tors that administered vaccinations 
used one-tenth of the recommended 
dose.

Scientist sees link between 

seals’ breathing and SIDS 


ANCHORAGE. Alaska (AP) — 
Seal pups’ habit of .holding their 
breath for long- periods while sleep- 
ing may hold clues to sudden infant 
death syndrome, which kills thou- 
^jsand? of human babies each year, a 
•"researcher says. 

Marine biologist Michael Castclli- 
ni of the University of Alaska said 
seals' breathless sleeping spells are 
tied to adult seals’ ability, to stop 
breathing for up to two hours while 
diving. 

But the pups don’t do it well, 
showing the same high, erratic 
heartbeats that some studies have 
linked to SIDS, Castellini said. 

The seals survive and eventually 
develop better heart control. If sci- 
entists can figure out how they do 
that. Castellini believes, they could 
help save humans. 

Castellini plans to test his findings 
about noahem elephant seal pups on 
'‘bth'erseurspeclcirncxr spring: 

Research, however, is split .;on 
whether SIDS is connected to erratic 
heartbeats and apnea, or breath- 
holding.

In an accompanying editorial in 
the journal. Dr. Pamela B. Davis of 
Cose Western Reserve University 
said the doctors had made "an excel- 
lent start” toward showing the effec- 
tiveness of their approach. . 

‘‘The need is urgent,” she wrote. 
‘jbecause every day three more pa- 
tients die of cystic fibrosis. 

Treatment of cystic fibrosis is i\

Tlic vaccine is expensive. Tlic 
CDC estimates the cost of a ihrecr 
dose series at S130. and providers 
say the cost can be significantly , 
higher. 

The low vaccine cffcctivcnc.ss was 
detected in posl-vaccinnlion testing 
conducted as part of the programs, 
the CDC said.
